The Examiner asserted that the following species may be regarded as patentably distinct 
inventions. 

Species I. Claims 1 - 4, drawn to a method for measuring a temporal profile of an 
optical pulse by correcting recorded values and combining the corrected 
values that vary with time but not optical wavelength; 

Species II. Claims 5-6, drawn to a method for measuring dispersion in an optical fiber; 

Species III. Claims 7-16, drawn to a method for characterizing an optical fiber by 
comparing temporal profiles from the first and the second fiber; and 

Species IV Claims 17 - 23, drawn to an optical measuring apparatus using a streak 

camera and means for separating a chromatic dependence from the temporal 
dependence data.
